Judge Charles Devens of the supreme 
court died suddenly of heart failure at Boston 
Wednesday afternoon, in his 71st year. 
When the war opened Mr. Devens was prac¬ 
ticing law in Worcester. He at once went 
to the front aud served through the war, 
coming out a brevet major general. He re¬ 
sumed his law practice, but in 18(17 wus ap¬ 
pointed to the superior court bench, and six 
years later was promoted to the supreme 
bench. In 1875 he resigned to become attor¬ 
ney general of the United States under 
President Hayes. At the close of his term 
he was returned to his place on the supreme 
bench, where he remained until his death. 
He was a ripe scholar, a finished orator, and 
a just judge. He was never married. 


GOV. IIUSSELL'S MESSAGE. 


Our new executive delivered his inaugural 
address before a large audience at the state 
house yesterday afternoon, the Democrats 
turning out in large numbers to witness the 
rare spectacle of a real governor of their own 
party being inducted into office in the Old 
Bay State.

Let us first see what a submarine cable is 
and how it is made. To do this a visit must 
lie made to the enormous factory on the 
banks of the Thames, a few miles below Lon¬ 
don. Here the birth of the cable may be 
traced through shop after shop, machine 
after machine. 

The foundation of all is the conductor, a 
strand of seven fine copper wires. This slen¬ 
der copper cord is first hauled through a 
mass of sticky, black compound, which 
causes the tfiin coating of gutta percha ap¬ 
plied by the next machine to adhere to it per¬ 
fectly, and prevents the retention of any 
bubbles of air in the interstices between the 
strands, or between the conductor and the 
gutta percha envelope. 

One envelope is not sufficient, however, 
but the full thickness of insulating material 
has to be attained by four more alternate 
coatings of the sticky compound and plastic 
gutta percha. The conductor is now insulated 
and has developed into a “core." 

Before going any further the core is coiled 
into the tanks filled with water and tested in 
order to ascertain whether it is electrically 
perfect— i. e., that there is no undue leakage 
of electricity through the gutta percha in¬ 
sulating envelope. 

These tests are made from the testing room, 
replete with beautiful and elaborate ap¬ 
paratus, by which measurements finer and 
more accurate than those even of the most 
delicate chemical balance may be made. 
Every foot of core is tested with these in¬ 
struments, both before and after being made 
up into cable, and careful records are pre¬ 
served of the results. 

After the core has been all tested and 
, passed, the manufacture of the cable goes on. 

The core travels through another set of ma- 
, chines, which first wrap it with a thick serv¬ 
ing of tarred jute and then with a compact 
armoring of iron or steel wires of varying 
thickness according to the depth of water in 
- which the cable is intended to be laid. 

Above the armoring, in order to preserve 
, the iron from rust as long as possible, is ap- 
4 plied a covering of stout canvas tape thor- 
. oughly impregnated with a pitch-like eom- 
, pound, and sometimes the iron wires com- 
j posing the armor are separately covered with

The tinder box employed commonly in 
kitchens and cottages was a different appli¬ 
cation of the same principle.

In the morning early before dawn the first 
sounds heard in a small house were the 
click, click, click of the kitchen maid strik¬ 
ing flint and steel over the tiuder in the box. 
When ignited, a mutch was applied, the can¬ 
dle lighted, and at once the plate of tin let 
down over the precious tinder to extinguish 
it.

POULTRY FOR PROFIT. 

[Read by F. I). Rogers of Monsou at the Farmers’ 

Institute at Palmer, Fell. 17tli.] 

Poultry raising is one of the most common 
of all agricultural pursuits, and yet how few 
understand the proper care aud management 
of fowls. Almost every one in the country 
villages keeps a few; every farmer has his 
specified number, without which lie would 
not think he could run the farm. You ask 
him if they pay and he will probably answer 
“I guess so; we get a good many eggs and 
all the poultry papers say they pay, and I 
guess they do.” Does he know whether 
they do or not? The only way to tell which 
way the balance will stand is by an accurate 
credit and debit account. As one writer has 
said: “The first thing to do when starting 
in the business is to get a memorandum hook 
and pencil. But “Does it pay?” is what a 
live Yankee wants to know before he puts 
his money in any business. If you invest a 
dollar in bonds you only get three and one- 
half cents a year for it; if you put it in the 
hank you only get four cents, if you let it 
out on real estate you only get six cents, and 
if you put it in business and get eight cents 
you think you are doing well, and so you 
are; hut, farmers, if you put your dollar into 
poultry, with the proper care and manage¬ 
ment it will earn you a new dollar every year 
in clean, hard cash. This is not mere theory, 
it is a solid fact.; it has been proved hun¬ 
dreds of times; I have done it, you can do it. 
There are breeders in Alassacliusetts that, 
clear annually from §2 to §:$ per hen. Air. 
James Rankin has said that §40 can lie de¬ 
rived from a siugle hen if all the eggs are set 
and the chicks grown for market. 

The business has grown enormously in the 
last few years; it has more than doubled in 
the last ten years. The total poultry prod¬ 
uct of the United States is over §600,000,000 
a year. But with all this great increase the 
supply does not keep pace with the demand. 
The city of New York consumes 200,000 doz¬ 
en of eggs per day, the city of Philadelphia 
100,000 dozen, anil the city of Boston receives 
400,000 dozen per week. In the year 1888 
there were 15,000,(KK) dozen of eggs imported 
into the United States which cost between 
two and three millions of dollars. So you 
see there is not much danger of overdoing 
the business until we can supply all that our 
immense population can consume. As the 
price decreases the consumption increases. 

But some one says: “It costs so much to 
keep hens; they don’t lay when the prices 
are high and we can’t afford to sell eggs for 
15 cents a dozen.” Y r es, but did you ever 
stop to think that one egg per week will feed 
your hen. This may seem like a big story to 
some of you, hut just take that memoran¬ 
dum hook and pencil and figure it out for 
yourself. I think you will soon he con¬ 
vinced that it is a fact. At the present time 
the standard of dollars and cents determines 
the value of all industries. There are none 
of us who like to work for nothing; if we do 
we soon lose interest iu our business and we 
are slaves in the true sense of the word. Our 
hearts must he iu our work; that is, we 
must have a genuine love for it if we would 
reach that high degree of excellence which 
every farmer should aim for whatever line 
he is following. If eggs are the principal 
product, as they are with most farmers, 
we must induce early laying so as to get the 
highest prices. In order to do this we must 
make the surrounding conditions as favor¬ 
able as possible. 

The hen in the natural state only lays 
enough to perpetuate the species, as the 
quail, wild turkey and duck. But by the 
hand of man, in the selection and feeding, 
she can he made to produce from twelve to 
fifteen dozen a year. To do this we must 
have the right kind of hen, a good place to 
keep her in, aud suitable feed to make eggs 
of. Every one must choose liis own plan of 
buildings, as some like one style and some 
another, hut whatever they are make them 
dry, warm and light. Avoid putting in too 
much glass. When the sun is shining on a 
building that is composed largely of glass 
the temperature will he uncomfortably warm 
in the middle of the day, hut as soon as the 
sun goes down this same glass will radiate 
the heat and make it too cold, thus making 
your fowls very susceptible to colds, which 
result in roup, catarrh, diphtheria and other 
disorders. And again, don’t put too much 
money into buildings; the cheapest and 
simplest one that is durable and will answer 
the purpose will he much better than a costly 
one, and much easier to take care of. Many 
suppose that hens will not lay well if con¬ 
fined, hut it has been proved that if they 
have a fair-sized yard and are properly taken 
care of they will lay more eggs than if al¬ 
lowed to roam at large. 

As to breeds, here again each one must use 
his own judgment; each has its advantages 
and disadvantages. He must choose the 
one that is especially adapted for the pur¬ 
pose for which he wants it. In the dairy we 
find one breed adapted for butter, another 
for milk, another for cheese, etc. And so it 
is with fowls, we find some breeds best for 
eggs, others for broilers, and still others for 
roasters. As I believe the Jersey cow will 
produce butter at less cost than any other 
breed, so I believe a Leghorn hen will pro¬ 
duce eggs cheaper than any other. But what 
would you think of a man who tried to grow 
seven-pound roasters from pure-bred Leg¬ 
horns, or to raise beef for market from Jer¬ 
sey stock? He would surely make a failure 
of it. So let us he careful ami get the right 
breed aud then stick to it. For most farmers 
high grades will give nearly as good results 
as pure breeds, hut never under any circum¬ 
stances use a cross-breed cockerel; your 
stock will decline and you can’t possibly get 
any satisfaction out of it. By picking out 
about ten of your best hens and mating with 
a full-blooded cockerel of the breed you 
want, your fioek will he half-blooded the 
first year, three-fourths the second, and in 
three or four years they can hardly be told 
from thoroughbreds, and will he just as 
good for practical purposes. 

And yet, as important as breed seems to 
he, more depends on the feed than on any¬ 
thing else. If we do not provide all the in¬ 
gredients necessary to make eggs how can 
we expect hens to produce them? If a man¬ 
ufacturer wants to produce woolen cloth he 
must provide wool for his looms; if a dairy¬ 
man wants to get the best results from his 
herd he must give them a well-balanced ra¬ 
tion, one that contains all the ingredients in 
the right proportion necessary to make milk 
and repair the wastes of the body. Also the 
poultryman must provide a well-balanced 
ration or his hens will fail to provide a 
profitable number of eggs, for the reason that 
they have not the material to make them of. 
An egg is an ounce and a half of concen¬ 
trated food, consisting of albumen, oil, lime, 
iron, soda, sulphur, phosphorus and mag¬ 
nesia. It contains all the parts of a com¬ 
plete chicken and under the right conditions 
will produce a living animal. The hen is a 
machine; she is one of the greatest machines 
ever made. In fact she is a grist mill—the 
crop being the hopper, the hen the mill, and 
the egg the grist, all screened and done up 
in neat packages, ready for market. To 
balance a ration means to equalize the flesh- 
formers, heat producers and mineral matter 
in the right proportion for the work we 
would have done. A food may he balanced 
for eggs and not for fattening, or for growth 
of young stock. If we provide too much 
starch and not enough proteine, the food is 
expensive because the surplus is wasted. 

It is not the cost of food that makes it ex¬ 
pensive, hut the amount digested and assim¬ 
ilated. If we provide a food that is short of 
lime, the eggs will lie soft-shelled. In look¬ 
ing over some of the tables we find that 
clover is nearly a complete food. It contains 
plenty of albumen and lime, hut is a trifle 
short iu carbo-hydrates. Now, most folks 
think that hens get their lime from the oyster- 
shells which they eat. Can anyone tell how 
a hen can get lime from indigestible oyster- 
shells? Every particle of the yolk, white 
and shell must come from the di¬ 
gested food through the blood cells. 
In looking over the tables again 
we find that 1000 pounds of white clover con¬ 
tains 3.% pounds of lime, 1000 pounds of red 
clover 28 pounds, and 1000 pounds of corn, 
barley, wheat, etc., only contains one pound. 
Do you wonder that hens lay soft shelled 
eggs when fed nothing but grain? If a hen 
lays 120 eggs, which is not a large average, 
she must furnish about 25 ounces of mineral 
matter for the shells. Think of the immense 
quantities of grain she would have to con¬ 
sume to get that amount. Clover hay or 
rowen, as it is cured, is not a very appetizing 
food for a hungry hen, hut if it is properly 
prepared she will eat it greedily and sing 
about it half the day. In my own experience 
I find my best morning feed to consist of one 
pound of cut clover or rowen, lj pounds 
bran, four ounces beef scraps and four ounces 
linseed meal. This to be thoroughly mixed 
and scalded, and the hens given all they 
will eat, hut never leave feed of any kind 
standing by them. It induces a morbid ap¬ 
petite and sooner or later will impair the 
condition of your birds. At noon throw a 
small quantity of wheat or other small 
grains into litter, or rake it into the soil. 
This will give exercise, which is very essen¬ 
tial to keep them active and healthy. A 
sluggish hen is a poor layer, it is the one 
that works that does the business. At night 
give hard grain. Oats are one of the best 
grains for laying hens, hut they like variety, 


and a little corn in the coldest weather will 
help to keep them warm. In looking over 
the analyses we find an egg to he two- 
thirds water, therefore we must provide 
plenty of it. Don’t compel them to eat 
snow or drink the filth iu the barn-yard, hut 
give them good fresh water in clean dishes. 
Bail water is unfit for anything to drink, 
and it also induces disease. 

There is also another thing that must he 
provided, and that is grit. We all know 
that a hen’s teeth should he in her gizzard; 
if they are not she suffers from indigestion 
and stops laying. Oyster shells are better 
than nothing, hut they are too soft. Broken 
crockery is one of the best if pounded into 
small pieces. Cracked bone is also good, 
and serves both as grit aud food. 

Vermin is one of the greatest enemies the 
poultry-man has to contend with. It causes 
the loss of thousands of dollars every year. 
You can’t grow eggs and lice at the same 
time; each business is separate from the 
other. Neglect and filth are the causes of it 
all. If kerosene oil is applied once a week 
to the roosts and a good dust hath provided 
for your hens you will not he troubled with 
lice. If your hens are badly infested with 
lice, a little sulphur or insect powder worked 
into the feathers will usually clean them 
out. 

There is another branch of the business 
that demands our attention, that is growing 
chickens. Not many farmers have the ac¬ 
commodations for growing early chicks, but 
they surely ought to raise pullets enough to 
renew their laying stock. In order to do 
this we must get out twice as many chicks 
as we want to keep, as about half of them 
will he eoekerels. Get them out early, so 
that they may get well matured before cold 
weather sets in. From Alarch 15 to April 
15 will he about right for the large breeds; 
and from April 15 to Alay 15 for the smaller 
ones. Set your hens iu a warm place; ten 
eggs to a hen will probably give better re¬ 
sults than more, especially in cold weather. 
Furnish plenty of corn and fresh water and 
also a dust hath. Dust them two or three 
times with sulphur or insect powder as a 
preventive of lice, which are sure death to 
young chicks. After chicks are all hatched 
and are strong, remove them to a dry, warm 
place that is well lighted. Hard-boiled eggs 
chopped line, and cracker crumps, just 
moistened, is the best feed for the first two 
or three days. After this one of the best 
rations is composed as follows: Thirty per 
cent of wheat, .'!0 per cent of oats and 20 per 
cent of corn, all ground together, and then 
add 10 per cent of linseed meal, which is very 
rich in the albuminoids. Add a little com¬ 
mon cooking soda and mix into a stiff dough 
with skimmed milk or water, and hake till 
well done; then set away for a day or two, 
crumble fine and feed. Feed often the first 
week, at least once in two hours. After that 
let them go at longer intervals until they are 
a month old, when four times a day will 
answer. A shallow box of wheat, oat meal 
and cracked corn may he kept by them all 
the time. After they are three weeks old, 
ten per cent of ground beef scraps can be 
added to their feed. Be sure and give them 
grit, coarse, sharp sand will answer. Furnish 
them with fresh water in dishes so arranged 
that they can only get their hills in, as 
dampness is fatal to young chicks. After 
chicks are feathered give them as wide a 
range as possible. Just as soon as cockerels 
are large enough for market, get them into 
condition and sell, thus giving the pullets 
more room. Keep them growing, and when 
nearing maturity he careful and not get 
them too fat. They ought to get to laying 
before cold weather sets in, and with the 
proper care he kept at it all winter. 

If we have looked after all the details of 
the business through the year as we ought 
to, we will have a better lot of pullets to be¬ 
gin winter with than we had before. It is the 
little things that are a stumbling-block to so 
many. AVe frequently hear men say they 
can’t afford to fuss with their hens, it don’t 
pay, they don’t lay enough to pay for their 
salt. This same man will get up at 5 o’clock, 
feed and milk his cows, and then after he 
eats his own breakfast will stir up a little 
Indian meal for his hens and then at night 
give them all the nice corn they can eat. 
He doesn’t give them water because they 
can get plenty of snow to eat. They roost 
under the barn or under the sheds on the 
wagons, and nine times out of ten he will 
gather the eggs, if he can find any, after 
dark. Is it at all surprising that they do not 
pay for their salt, when cared for in this 
way? On the other hand, if this same flock 
hail been given the proper care through the 
fall aud winter, they would have paid a 
handsome profit and been a source of 
pleasure to the owner. 

There is surely money in poultry if we 
give it our attention regularly and thor¬ 
oughly. It is the little things that count in 
the chicken business. If we give it that sys¬ 
tematic and earnest effort that is necessary 
for success in any business, we shall lie 
amply repaid for our trouble and we shall he 
proud of our flocks. 

Tell us not in mournful members. 

That the business is not paying; 

For the soul of winter slumbers, 

And our liens will soon he laying. 

Let us then be up and doing, 

With a heart for any fate; 

Still achieving, still pursuing. 

Learn to brood and incubate. 


THE FEATHER GAME. 

A big sheet and a small feather are all that 
are needed for this game, provided that you 
have the children, and if you haven’t them 
in the house call in the neighbor’s children, 
and in giving pleasure to them and joining 
in their mirth you will almost grow young 
again yourself. To play this game the play¬ 
ers all sit upon the floor in a ring, holding on 
to the edges of the sheet, which they try to 
keep as taut as possible. One person is “it,” 
aud he or she tries to grasp or capture the 
feather, while the others strive to prevent 
this by blowing the feather across the sheet 
out of reach of the pursuer. 

Meanwhile the latter runs this way and 
that around the circle of players, grabbing 
here and there aud doing his best to get hold 
of the elusive object. To accomplish this is 
quite difficult, because a single well-directed 
puff of the breath will send the feather clear 
across the sheet. When the person who is 
“it” succeeds in capturing the feather, the 
player to whom the feather was nearest when 
grasped becomes “it” in turn, his or her place 
being taken by the capturer.
